JAPANESE SALES TO OPEC 


Japanese sales to OPEC countries are increasing 


faster than those of any other major exporter. Exports 
last year increased 101%, rising to more than $5.4 billion 
compared with $2.7 billion in 1973. The increase accounted 
for one-fifth of the 65% rise in total OPEC purchases 

last year. 


The physical volume of exports rose about 35%, : 
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largely on the strength of increased deliveries of inter- 


mediate goods, machinery, and other capital equipment. 


Steel, the largest single export item, rose particularly 
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fast, climbing 70% above the 1973 level. Large price increases 


also pushed up the value of Japan's OPEC sales. On average, 
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prices for Japanese goods sold in OPEC markets increased 
50% last year. | 


The most striking export gains have occurred in 
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larger OPEC countries such as Iran, Iraq and Algeria, where 


sales increased by 100% or more. In all instances Japan 


substantially increased its market share, primarily at 


the expense of West European suppliers. In Iran, an 


extreme case, Japan's share of the import market increased 
from 6% in 1973 to 20% in 1974. Japan's greatest market 


penetration has been in Indonesia where it supplies one- 


oie 


third of total imports. 
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Exports to OPEC this year are off to another good 


start. Preliminary data for January indicate exports 


to the group. showed nearly a 100% gain over the January 1973 


level. Although the pace may slow in the months ahead, 
Japanese firms expect to add several billion dollars to 
their OPEC sales this year. particulaciy large gains are 
expected in such countries as Venezuela and Algeria where 
Japan's market share is still relatively small. To help 
boost sees is thse markets the Japanese have initiated 
a series of monthly meetings with commercial attaches 
from 11 Arab countries. 

In addition to on-going marketing efferts, Japanese 
firms will begin delivery on a large number of supply 
contracts won during the past nine months. Delivery 


of at least $200 million worth of power generating équip- 


‘ment, for example, will begin this year. The Japanese 


will also be supplying equipment on the numerous develop- 
ment projects they are now involved in. Japanese firms, . 


for example, are constructing or planning to build six 


steel plants in OPEC countries involving ‘total construction 


costs of $1.3 billion. Deliveries on these and other::projects 


will stretch over several years.’
